Points of primary interests are contained_in the 
proposals. for establishment of a General 
Clerical Service. Below are extracts from ‘the 
Report dealing with this issue: . . 


There has, in the past, becn a 
considerable diversity in the scaler 
of pay for minor staff, artinans anid 
foremen, Some of these scales differ 
only slightly from others, Some ap- 
pear to have been created for in 
dividuat holders of poste and there 
nre wide diversities in the rates paid 
to men of presumably comparable 
degrees of skill in various * depart- 
ments, We are of the opinion, tha! 
in future, as many of the lower grade 
stall as possible. should be employ- 
ed on dally ratcs of pay with a 
Runranteed 30-day month, 


We realise, however, that it may 
nat he possible to put such a policy 
Into effect immediately and that if 
may be found preferable to retain 
certain classes of workers falling 
within these eategorfes on monthly 
rates of pay. We have therefore pul 
forward recommendations for scales 
of monthly pay for minor ataft, 
artixans and foremen, which, in our 
opinion, will renault in the climination 
of many unnecessary minor dif 
ferences in grading and will produce 
a simpler and more logical wage 
atricture for the lower geades of the 
service, We have provided scales for 
minor stall, for semi-skilled workers, 
for two grades of artisans and for 
forenten and overseers, 


Minor Staff 


The minor stall grade will in’ the 
main consist af coolies, office nessen- 
vers, sextona, notice servers, cleaners, 
seamen, carctakers, pointsmen, por 
ters, gatemen, female attendants. 
platelayers, trolleymen, rat catchers, 
rat searchers, Intrine attendants, 
female escorts,’ fernale searchers, 
park keepers, bathhouse attendants 
Dargemen, teat porters and certain 
amahs, cooks, servants, gardeners, 
forewers and stokers, 

Provision has been anade for cer: 
tain officers within this class whos 
duties are more exacting or more res: 
ponsible to enter the scale half way 
up. 
The’ semienklled grade will in 
clude office attendants, stone polishe! 
guards and watebmen, the HR. 
V.D.C. orange Warden, telephone 
boys, lift operators, tapemen, leading 
seamen, station attendants, row, 
survey coolics, addressograph opera: 
tors, sound projector operators, In 
boratory attendants, packers, store at 
tendants, keymen, — boy dressers. 
grooms, ambulance attendants div 
pensary boys, motor mower drivers 
pressmen, bathhouse engineers, steers 
men, skilled labourers, tallymen, as- 
sistant junk coxswains, and certain 
boatmen, painters, stokers, — amahy, 
ward-bays, house-bays, boys, cooks 
gardeners ani sextons, 


Artisans 


Artisans are divided into two 
grades. Grade If will consist of 
workinen not fully’ qualified for 
Grade I and those employed in trader 
where a lesser degree of skill or a 
shurter period of apprenticeship i+ 
required than for Grade I, Grade {1 
will include light attendants, head 
suards, head watchinen, signalmen 
painters, sailmakers, drain testerr 
coxswain-firemen, carriage cleaners, 
tracers, assistant headimen, mortuary 
attendants, assistant armourer atten 
dants, loading deners, and certain 
foremen in the F y and Gardens 
Departincnts, artisans and junk 
coxwwains in the Sanitary Depart. 
ment and certain boatswains, launeh 
engineers, coxswalns and house-boys. 

Among Grade I artisans we have 
grouped motor — drivers, lighthouse 
mechanice, carpenters, electricians 
riggers, ahunters, electric welders 
monlders,, headmen, fitters, dental 
mechanics, disinfecting station  en- 
sincera, the armourer attendant. 
motor mechanics and certain bont- 
swains, launch caxawains and = en- 
gincers, 


Storekeepers 
We have ‘found considerable 
variation in the pay and the titler f. 
of storekeepers, stewards and atorc- 
men. We consider that there should 
be a single cadre of storckcepers 
and stores staff under the general 
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supervision atid comrot ott! 
troller of Stores. In aur op!nion, 
thesc officers should receive thelr 
initlal eratning In the Stores Depart: 
ment and should be posied to other 
depariments as necessary. 


General Clerical. Service 


We have, received representations 
from members of the Junior Clerical 
Service in regard to the mult!plicity 
of classes and the slowness of pro- 
motion and from members of the 
Senlor Clerical Service in regard to 
the small number of higher posts to 
which . they—con—aspire, .Aftec - 
sidering these representations and ob. 
taining evidence on the: present’ .or- 
xantsation: of clerical work within 
the public service and bearing in 
mind the. policy contained in the 
Colonial Office White Paper we re- 
commend the discontinuance of the 
present system of three separate 
clerical services, onc. staffed malnty 


.,_ | by. .Chinete officers, one by focal non. 


Chinese. offcera and one..by, European 
officers and the substitution therefore 
of Gancral Clerical’ Service. open 
to candidates of jall races... : 


For thin service we recommend that 
new candidates should be selected by 
competitive examination which 
should only be open to persons in 
pomsession of the Hong Kong Schout 
Leaving Certificate or some higher 
qualificatlon, We consider that this 
competitive examination should in- 
clude an intelligence test and should 
not be exclusively in prescribed sub- 
jects. 


Four Grades 
We recommend the division: of the 
General Clerlea) Service into four 
grades—grade BIT on, a scale rising 
from $1800 per annum to $2580 grade 
{1 from $2760 to $4200, grade I from 
$4500 to $6000, and a special grade 
from $6360 to $8160, Each grade 
should be separated by a promotion 
bar, bur the ratio of posts aa grades 
Land If to those in grade IIT should 
be such as to ensure that a clerk of 
reasonable efficiency could took far- 
ward to reaching the top of grade I 
before retirement even if he did not 
receive further promotion, We re. 
commend that promotion to the 
apectal grade should be reserved for 
clerks af exceptional merit ingluding 
those with long service and excellent 
recards who may not be suitable for 
promotion to the executive grade ree 
terced to below and those who have 
specialised in interpreting, shorthand 
or accountlag, We anticipate that in 
the course of time the necessity for 
retaining this gerade except for 
specialias will tend to disappear in 
view of the opportunity for promo- 
tion from the General Clerical Ser- 
vee to the executive grade. 


Executive Grade 


It has been represented to us that 
the duties performed hy senior mem- 
bers of the Junior Clerica) Service 
and by many members of the Senior 
Merical ‘and Accounting (Local) 
ervice and the Senior Clerical and 
Accounting Service are not exclusive: 
ly concerned with clerical or account 
ing matters but are of an cxccutive 
ur administrative nature, 

We recommend therefore the ea 
tablishment of an executive grade 
similar to that in the Home’ Civil 
Service, t ‘which cotry should be 
clther by promotion from the Gener- 
al Clerical Service or by direct re- 
cruitment from outside ‘and that 
above this grade there shoul be a 
senior executive grade containing a 
number of scheduled pasts carrying 
reater responsibilittes of an admin- 
istrative nature. Appointment to this 
latter grade would normally be by 
selection fram the execuive grade 
with the reservation that appointment 
from outside might be necessary 'f 
ho olficer with suitable qualifications

hoth categuries should have equal 
chances of promotion. Officers draw- 
Ing so more than $4800 per annum 
should on promotion be placed on the 
next. increment in the executive 
grade acale above theie clerical grade 
anlary. , 


Social Services 


We have’ divided the executive 
grade Into two, with a promotion 
bar between $9600 per annum and 
$10080 per annum, Similarly = we 
have ‘provided for two grades cf 
senior executive officer, The nature 
antl responsibilities of these senior 
posts will naturally vary with the 
‘evelopment of social services within 
the Colony and we would not sug: 
gest that the list of scheduled posts 
we have -put forward is cxhaustive. 
We tentatively recommend that the 
holders of the posts of Chief Clerk, 
Colonial Scerctariat, General Secre 
tary of the Public Works Depart: 
ment, ‘Treasury Accountant and 
Treasury Inspector should be graded 
as senior executive officers grade J 
and the Treasury Cashier, the Ac 
countants in the Rallway, Public 
Works Department and the Water- 
works, and the Secretaries in the 
Medical Department and the Urban 
Council might be graded as senior 
executive officers, grade I. 


Women Clerks 


Women clerks have been engaged

We have considered repreacntations 
from various Meads of Departments 
that the mature of the work in thelr 
parteular departments wan 40 
specialised that there was a Ines of 
efficiency In drawing thelr clerleal { 
staf’ from a general clerical service 
and through = losing men through 
transfer, to, other departments, Cond 
plaints were alo received: regarding 
the slowness of promotion for clerical 
officers and the ‘apparent unfairness 
af the aystem of making promotions. 

Certaln Heads of Departments 
have suggested that their departments 
should be made closed departments 
and that their clerks should receive 
promotion within their own, depart- 
ments. : ; 

Although we appreciate the difficul- 
ties which such Heads of Depart- 
ments may have experienced and can 
readily understand their reluctance 
to part whh officers who have, 
through experience and apectalisation, 
made thelr services particularly 
valuable in a certain direction, we 
consider that it would be neither in 
the interests of the officers themaclver 
nor of the public rervice as a whole 
to extend the system of closed de- 
partments, 


Shroffs 


Another possibility which has been 
discunsed is the creation of a separate 
Rrade oof shroffe “oc, assistant 
cashiers, We understand that in the 
past shroffs whore educational 
qualifications have been lower than 
those normally required for the 
Junior Clerical Service, have been 
engaged on the Junior Clerical Ser- 
vice scale at points varying with the 
amount of security they were re- 
quired to provide, We are not in 
favour of -the establishment of 9 
separate grade Of shroffs or ‘assistant 
cashiers, but consider that the duties 
of an assistant cashier should be per- 
formed by members of the General 
Clerical Service as part of their 
normal career. We do not favour 
any relaxation of the standard of 
entry or of the point of entry on 
the scale on the grounds that ao 
career as a shroff is a blind-allcy 
occupation, On the other hand if 
every member of the clerical grade 
is liable to be instructed to perform 
she duties of an assistant cashier, an 
immedinte difficulty will arive in

: No Security 


Te has been suggested as an alter- 
native that Government might take 
up a fidelity insurance policy or that 
a Public Officers’ Guarantee Fund 
might be instituted. We understand 
that: fidelity insurance schemes do 
not operate satisfactorily and a 
Public Oflicers, Guarantee Fund 
would mean that all clerical officers 
would have to contribute regardless 
of whether or not they were actually 
handling public funds, We do nor 

er either of these schemes satis- 
nor do we consider that the 
provision of sccurity ix in itsclE e¢f- 
fective, The security system nacuro!~ 
'y Operates ta make it certain that 
any detiberate defalcations whiel 
do ogcur will be of amounts greater 
than the security, If remuneration or- 
dinarily is adequate, the greatest de~ 
errent against defalcation is the loss 
of pension right, With these con- 
siderations in view we recommend 
that except in the casc of purely tem- 
porary officers such ax the shraifs em- 
ployed for a short period each yenr 
by the District Officer, New erri- 
tories, to collect rates, the provision 
of security should be discontinued,
